Rpr years the process of market-making 
ja the Stock, Exchange has been denouns- 
cd by ity erities, particularly aa applied 
po tho shares introduced without o public 
“pempecbus. The evidence given by mem- 
bers of the Stock Exchange beforo the 
Parliamentary Marconi Committeo shed 
touch Light upon tho mysteries which 
shroud the matter; and tho recent? do 
vision of tho Stock Exchange Committee 
with reference to the introduction of the 
shares of tho American Marceni Company 
to the Houso has once more focussed 
public attentivn upon the point. Not- 
withstanding thiy illumination of the 
‘of markut-maling, writes L. S. 
D,in Tho Meening Post, somo’ of the 
detaiis ara probally still obscure to the 
‘ayman, and it may be of interest to give
